Hicks' theses: already a dead horse 

Hicks^s newfangled divestnientjpflanex^^^^

Tired after 30.minutes of questioning on his nev/ pro- 
posal for the divestment of funds from corporations 
linked to South Africa,. Students' Society President 
Bruce Hicks ended his interrogation on the issue. 

"We're just belabouring a dead horse," said Hicks at 
Wednesday's Students' Society open meeting. 
A few students at the small ment plan. As well, he was at- 



meeting questioned Hicks on 
the lack of consultation with the 
South Africa Committee (SAC) 
.pertafning to Hicks' new divest-

The document which includes 
only very general information 
about the Apartheid system in 
South Africa, is "poorly writ- 
ten, and badly researched," 
said SAC co-ordinator Elise 
Moser. 

"If Bruce had cared to find 
out, the Board has had all the 
mformation for years," she ad- 
ded. 

Moser also raised the ques- 
tion of SAC's mandate in the 
face of Hicks apparent takeover 
of the South Africa issuei 

SAC, according to its terms 
of reference, is to advise Coun- 
cil on divestment and South 
r Africa and implement the' deci- 
sions made by Council on this 
issue. 

Hicks not only set up a 
separate advisory committee on 
divestment with a'slmilar man- 
date to that of SAC, but he also 
did not consult with SAC on his 
new programme prior to it s 
presentation. 

Although Hicks said "SAC 
should be ongoing" and "they 
should recommend policy," he 
maintained- the "thning was 
j^fi " 



He said SAC should fulfill its 
terms of reference and increase 
awareness of the issue on cam- 
pus. 

But, he added, "SAC and I 
have very différent roles, also I 
respect the opinions of the peo- 
ple I chose for my advisory 
group." 

Hicks refused to divulge the 
names of people on his new 
South Africa Advisory Group. 
Even Campbell Morrison, the 
main author of the 95 theses, 
was uncertain as to the com- 
position of the group. 

After the meeting, Morrison 
said, "Well, Bruce, Steven Mat- 
thews and I form the nucleus 
and there's whats-her-name...I 
guess Paul McCann too." 

All the members, said Mor- 
rison, who Hicks refers to as 
"experts", were white," and 
none had been to South Africa. 

As well, he said neither the 
African nor Indian Students' 
Associations were consulted 
prior to the preparation of the 
document.

Northern radio saves Inuit heritage

"It is important that we 
develop what we have establish- 
ed. Our language and culture 
must be protected through 
legislation." 

Padlayat has been involved 
with the IBC since its concep- 
tion. In 1973, he was asked to 
head a task force on Northern 
communications. Padlayat took 
his mandate directly to its in- 
tended beneficiaries. 

"Instead of implementing all 
my own g,reat ideas, I went to 
thepcpplc.'' 



The people, says Padlayat, 
wanted to talk about problems 
unique to the north. The result 
of that dialogue was a book. 
The Northeners, printed in 
English, French and Inuktitut. 
The book was presented to 
Cabinet, which responded by 
giving Padlayat a grant to start 
a communications system for 
thé north. 

"Our first priorityvwas to 
enable people to communicate 
with each other." 
Padlayat .and his .task, force 



created a radio network 
specifically for the Inuit called 
Taqramiut Nipingat Inc.,(TNI), 
also known as Voice of the 
North. 

The development of TNI was 
not without political dif- 
ficulties. 

"We had to learn about a lot 
of things which affected us, 
although wé were not aware of 
them."

dience about the SI million 
debt. According to Hicks, by 
the end of this year, Students' 
Society will have cut its overall 
debt in half. 

But in the midst of budget 
cutbacks, he said, "we've tried 
to keep Students' Society func- 
tioning and maintain services at 
a level students expect." 

Touching on the issue of 
divestment as a "significant 
issue for the coming year," 
Hicks outlined his activities on 
the Board of Governors for 
McGlll's divestment, and added 
"what Is at stake here is student 
credibility. 

"If the Board of Governors 
has the idea that we're only here 
for a year." he continued, 
"they'll just wait us out — and 
our duty is' to implement stu- 
dent opinion." he said refering 
to the campus-wide referenda 
held last March in which McGill 
students voted to divest McGill 
funds invested in corporations 
linked to South Africa. 

Prompted by the recent 
ASUS honoraria scandal, a stu- 
dent from the gallery asked 
Hicks whether Council will take 
a position on the. matter. 

Hicks said that Council has 
no rlghtMloSiiiiriteryenei' 



"Students' Society would be 
reluctant to step In on faculties. 
They have a right to do what 
they want," he said. 

Later, concerned students 
bombarded Hicks, with ques- 
tions about his new divestment 
plan — the 95 theses pro- 
gramme to be delivered by 
"respectable students." 

At one point during the ques- 
tion period. Hicks turned to 
V.P. External Patrick Gagnon 
to answer some questions about 
lack of consultation with the 
South Africa Committee 
(SAQ. 

"I was not personally ap- 
proached by Bruce on this issue 
but I thought It was nice that 
Bruce was taking a 
humanitarian view on the issue 
of South Africa. He said he'd 
been working on it since the 
night before Christmas and that 
there was a good chance he 
could do something," said 
Gagnon. 

But V.P. University Affairs 
Steven Matthews disagreed. 
"You can't say he's succeeding. 
I mean with what happened 
Monday." 

At a Board meeting Monday, 
the 95 theses document was 



because Hicks had not arranged 
to photocopy enough for the 
membership. There was only 
one copy. 

"If your so Interested In 
divestment Bruce, why don't, 
you remove Students' Society's 
money from the Bank of Mon- 
tréal and put it in a bank not 
giving loans to South Africa?" 
asked co-ordinator of SAC 
Elise Moser. 

Hicks said it would be 
"premature to do that" since he 
was not sure whether the Bank 
of Montréal does make loans to 
South Africa." 

Besides, he said, "we can't 
pull out of McGill financially." 

Hicks got some complaints by 
students concerned over the 
violent anti-gay graffiti in the 
Union Building. Asked by 
Moser to get a porter to clean it 
off because it was only in pen- 
cil. Hicks replied "If it's only in 
pencil, why don't you clean It 
off then." 

He added that there would be 
a great Increase in the wages of 
the porters in the building if 
they had to clean of graffiti 
resulting In a fee increase. As 
well he said, "the porter will 
walk by a burnt out light bulb

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ASUS pad their 
pocketbooks 

There is more wrong with the ASUS than this year's executive 
rewarding themselves with honoria. 

The decision made by the ASUS council was a misuse of their 
• finïuicial autonomy and a complete adulteration of the principle of 
honoraria. 

The principle of honoraria is remove the financial burden that ac- 
companies a position on student council or any other student 
organisation. Often students who fill these positions take fewer 
courses which can mean taking summer courses or spending an ad- 
ditional semester at university. As well, holding a position may also 
mean increased transportation and food costs. 

Honoraria recompense an individual for extrai expenses incurred 
from the position which can be substantial. 

If extra financial burdens are inhibiting certain people from run- 
ning for the position or doing an effective job, then it is usually 
decided, for the future, honoraria will be given based on an assess- 
ment of the financial burdens of the position and how much the 
society can afford. 

The principle of honoraria is to maintain equal accessibility to 
time-consuming jobs, but according to these criteria, the money 
given to last year's council members was not honoraria. They were 
"thank you's" or a "reward" for the work they did ostensibly as 
volunteers. 

Explanations for not setting honoraria for this year or future 
councils are equally absurd. A dangerous and undemocratic prece- 
dent will be set if the council is allowed to determine "honpraria" 
for past years based on the surplus available or the merit of the 
members. 

The hypocrisy of the decision is amazing.: 

These considerations did not even enter into council meeting 
debate. ; 

The motion was presented by the Finance Committee which did 
not advise other councillors. They did not ask other councillors for 
their opmions on the surplus or even tell them it was going to be 
discussed. " 

The ASUS insulted students by their entire handling of the issue. 

First, they closed the session for the debate and the vote. Second- 
ly, the departmental students' associations funded by the ASUS 
were not consulted on the issue. Finally, they had the arrogance to 
decide the matter for which sbc of the eleven voting members pre- 
sent were at a conflict of interest. 

; The final blow — the checks were distributed the day after the 
! meeting, but before the news was known. 

But it is a symptom of the larger structural problem stemming 
from the self-imposed isolation of the ASUS from the students. 
Many students have since said that they did not know they pay fees 
to the ASUS or what the organisation is responsible for. 

Students should exaimn«.^Uie. financial accountability of the 
ASUS and recognise the isoîâteâxUque it has become. 

Student governments are out of touch with the students they are 
supposed to represent. But the situation has become critical if Ûiose 
representatives believe they can pull a stunt like this.

Porn panel not stimulating

Wednesday night the Womens' Union 
hosted a panel on pornography. The talk 
was well attended but flat. 

Paula Siepniewicz, a woman awaiting 
sentencing for smashing the windows of 
a Montréal pom cinema, introduced the 
discussion. 

"The legislation that is being con-- 
sidered by- municipal councils in Mon- 
tréal to keep pornographic magazines in 
corner stores at five feet, out of the view 
of children, is no/ to stop them from 
developing misogynist attitudes; it is to 
save the kiddies from the sight of 
women's pubic hair. As far as I am con- 
cerned that is not the answer — that's 
part of the problem," she said. 

Susan Stewart, who is working on a 
pornography textbook for students, 
gave an academic overview of different 
theories on the role- portiography plays 
in society. She offered explanations 
ranging from liberal moralism to radical 
feminism. 

"One theory is pornography provides 
sex education and a fantasy life. But if 
that is true where is women's por- 
nography?" 

She concluded her talk by raising 
questions on the role of the law and 
governmeiit in regulating pom. 



But she did not offer any answers. 
"Instead of trying to stamp it out, we 
should ask what the phenomena of por- 
nography says about our culture," she 
suggested. 

Tom Waugh, a Concordia film pro- 
fessor and contributor to The Body 
Politic, focused on gay pomography. 

"Our fears of censorship are very 
much wrapped up with oiir fears for the 
gay community. Lets get it straight — 
we should really think about our 
alliances. 

"Sure some of our pornography is^ 
self-oppressive and mimics helero porn.. 
But we have to avoid any collaboration 
with the cops. We have to recognise who 
our enemies are," added Waugh. 

Lise Moisan, editor of the Montr^ 
feminist magazine La Vie en Rose, said 
"Pornography presumes to make 
statements about women's sexuality- 
The female body is portrayed in and of 
itself as pornographic. 

"To oppose pomography is essential- 
ly a defense of our humanity." Moisant 
said. ' 

The panel failed to adequately address- 
questions from the audience which rais-, 
ed such sticky topics as methods of ac- 
tion, what erotica was, violent gay pom 
and porn as just another representation 
of capitalist ideology.

• Secondly, achvities such as guest 
speakers, of which we have seen none 
brought in the ASUS this year, could be 
lunded with this surplus: 

• Lastly, Students' Associations which pro- 
vide extra-curricular educational benelils 
should receive some ol the surplus. 

II by some misfortune the ASUS has trou- 
bfe allocating their surplus lunds In the 
future, and these lunds remain comparable 
to those of last year, they could buy each 
Arts and Science student a beer.
